DECISION ON PETITION 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.78(a)(6) 


Attorney Docket No. EL-CFP00414 


This is a decision on the petition, filed June 1 5, 2007, which is being treated as a RENEWED 
petition under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(6), to accept an unintentionally delayed claim under 35 U.S.C. 
§1 19(e) for the benefit of priority to prior-filed provisional Application No. 60/443,331, filed 
January 29, 2003. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

A petition under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(6) is only applicable to those applications filed on or after 
November 29, 2000. Further, the petition is appropriate only after expiration of the period 
specified in 37 CFR 1.78(a)(5)(H) and must be filed during the pendency of the nonprovisional 
application. In addition, the petition must be accompanied by: 

(1) the reference required by 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) and 37 CFR 1.78(a)(5)(i) 
and (iii) to the prior-filed application, unless previously submitted; 

(2) the surcharge set forth in § 1 . 1 7(t); and 

(3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim was due 
under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(5)(ii) and the date the claim was filed was 
unintentional. The Director may require additional information 
where there is a question whether the delay was unintentional. 

Additionally, the instant nonprovisional application must be pending at the time of filing of the 
reference to the prior-filed provisional application as required by 37 CFR 1.78(a)(5)(h). Further, 
the nonprovisional application claiming the benefit of the prior-filed provisional application must 
have been filed within twelve months of the filing date of the prior-filed provisional application. 


All of the above requirements having been satisfied, the late claim for benefit of priority under 
35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) is accepted as being unintentionally delayed. 
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The granting of the petition to accept the delayed benefit claim to the prior-filed application 
under 37 CFR 1. 78(a)(6) should not be construed as meaning that this application is entitled 
to the benefit of the filin2 date of the prior-filed application. In order for this application to be 
entitled to the benefit of the prior-filed application, all other requirements under 35 U.S. C 
8119(e) and 37 CFR 1. 78(a)(4) and (a)(5) must be met Similarly, the fact that the corrected 
Filing Receipt accompanying this decision on petition includes the prior-filed application 
should not be construed as meaning that applicant is entitled to the claim for benefit of 
priority to the prior-filed application noted thereon. Accordingly, the examiner will in due 
course, consider this benefit claim and determine whether the application is entitled to the 
benefit of the earlier filing date. 

A corrected Filing Receipt, which includes the priority claim to the prior-filed provisional 
application, accompanies this decision on petition. 

The $1,370 surcharge petition fee was received with the previous petition of December 14, 2005. 
Accordingly, the $1,370 duplicate fee received on June 15, 2007 will be refunded to petitioner's 
credit card.

PROTECTING YOUR INVENTION OUTSIDE THE UNITED STATES 

Since the rights granted by a U.S. patent extend only throughout the territory of the United States and have no 
effect in a foreign country, an inventor who wishes patent protection in another country must apply for a patent in 
a specific country or in regional patent offices. Applicants may wish to consider the filing of an international 
application under the Patent Cooperation Treaty (PCT). An international (PCT) application generally has the same 
effect as a regular national patent application in each PCT-member country. The PCT process simplifies the 
filing of patent applications on the same invention in member countries, but does not result in a grant of "an 
international patent" and does not eliminate the need of applicants to file additional documents and fees in 
countries where patent protection is desired. 

Almost every country has its own patent law, and a person desiring a patent in a particular country must make an 
application for patent in that country in accordance with its particular laws. Since the laws of many countries differ 
in various respects from the patent law of the United States, applicants are advised to seek guidance from 
specific foreign countries to ensure that patent rights are not lost prematurely.
